within itseif such active elements of ruin, 
which when considered in the abstract, might 
bave been expected to put ap end tu its exist- 
ence much sooner.

It is not probable that any modern English 
community bas sudered politica: ilis ee pati- 
eutly ae-the people of Britisk Colamtia. Tre 
amount of maladminuistration, and the extra- 
ordinary nature of oficial aggrandizemgnt is 
perfectly astoundivg. Amored epl. rab ecoliect 
tive of despotic follies can hardly be imagioed. 
We have seen public servants votiug their 
own salaries, fixing their owe pensions, 
defying public opinion, «nd pursuing with 
s udied malevolence, the popu:ar representa 
tres. We have seen mere advenirer:, 
employed as envoys entrusted with impurtant 
8 ute secrets--adve: turers who are universal y 
execrated, whom the people have never trusicd 
and have "long suspected—creatures who sre 
to British Columomns what the bateful 
Cianudinus were to the (ancient Romaas ay, 
to crowa this humiliating drama, a perverse 
and apparently senseless superior authority, 
receive them with fulsome fatiery, aad ap- 
plagse and preferment is showered upoao 
th-ir beads im propurtion te the mischief 
that they have done. 

The siuguiarly baneful and distinctive 


mature of these events, is pregnant with |- 


inetcuction aud warning, snd sffords to every 
reficcting mind numerous and impurtant Ies- 
sons. The time appeats appropriate tor 
turning such lessons to account by improve- 
meats at oncé expedient, practical, and 
decisive; but they realize oaly ball the danger 
which these events indicate, who see in them 
only official usurpation on the one band, and 
determined opposition on the otber. 
lesson which these events teach us is, 
thet gross legislation and  extrene 
ag tation are inseperably connected 
—that each is the blood relation of the other. 
Nay more, the danger fodicated is to be 
apprehended by placing great powers ia the 
hands of our governors without being secured 
by immediate not remote, certain not dubious 


sonst tational laws that those power sball uot | *#¢ 


be abused. 

It will hardly be disputed by mee of can- 
doar aud experience that there are. certain 
requisites indispensably necessary to the 
security and efficiency uf all just gereromonte 
the moat important.of which J believe to be 
iree¢dom and security against wrong. Now i 
think you will rendily admit that most 
civilized goverameésis bave succeeded prewy 
well in securing the people ayuinst wrong 
from each other; bust to secure theth by laws 
against wrong from the goteroment itself, is 
a problem of a far. more difficult. sort, which 
few nations since the commencement of 
ernmen's buve attempted to solve. But 
a problem upon the solution ol which depends 
the freedom and secufity of every existing 
nation against oppression and pecuiation,aod 
which from its importance commends itseif to 
the anxious and impartial consideration of all 
men who arvw desirous of roudering permanent 
service to mankind 

Toat it is not the business of those who 
govern to compel public opinion to follow 
them, bot that it is ther duty to follow pub- 
lie opinion, is a canon of my political creed. 
Unfortunately the praciice of those sho bave 
governed this colupy, bas been, both by 
precept and example to think differently, but 
the day is oo: far distaut wheo the predictions 
of the advocates of justive and of reason ebali 
b- verified,—whben toe u just and barvarous 
aws which distranchises so many iotelligent 
acd worthy citizens shall exist only as evi- 
dence of the bigotry, and sordid ignorsnce 
of those from whom they emanated,—when 
the promising fature proclaims the results of 
Coufederation, tue premution of arte and 
science, the diffusion of useful truth, of 
education, of civil and religious liberty. 

I earnestly trust thet with the advantages 
afforded by Conf-deration and Responsib:e 
Government our — representstiqes may 
#0 far ignore lucal issues as to mithialiy and 
permanently reform the bad Iegisla- 
tion of the past, and by a comprehensive and 
liveral policy, inaugurate a new era'ia our 
political bistory and insure the prosperity aud 
bappiness of all.
